Picture  25,000  men  and  women 
crowding  the  downtown  streets  of  a 
good-sized  American  city.  Now  picture 
that  many  of  them  are  accompanied  by 
children  or  are  pushing  strollers  or  have 
dogs  on  leashes.  Now  add  a  couple  of 
thousand  spectators,  an  archway  con¬ 
structed  of  balloons,  a  dozen  or  so  large 
tents,  and  loudspeakers  blaring  Aretha’s 
“R-E-S-P-E-C-T.” 

If  you’ve  ever  participated  in  a 
Komen  Race  for  the  Cure — or  any 
charity  footrace,  for  that  matter — it  was 
probably  pretty  easy  to  construct  that 
mental  picture.  And  those  of  you  famil¬ 
iar  with  Komen  events  will  also  be  able 
to  envision  the  bright  pink  T-shirts,  the 
pink  ribbons,  and  the  handwritten  signs 
reading  “In  memory  of ...”. 

In  April,  28  members  of  the  Theta 
headquarters  staff,  their  families  and 
friends,  and  members  of  the  College 
Committee  participated  in  the 
Indianapolis  Komen  Race  for  the  Cure. 
Some  walked,  some  ran,  and  some 
watched  and  cheered.  It  was  a  beautiful 
day,  and  everybody  seemed  to  have  a 
good  time. 

This  was  my  second  Race  for  the 
Cure,  and  the  great  thing  about  it,  it 
seems  to  me,  is  that  everyone 
involved — whether  a  participant,  a 
spectator,  or  a  volunteer — is  just 
astoundingly  nice.  I  think  the  positive 
atmosphere  is  a  result  of  all  those  peo¬ 
ple  believing  that  they’re  contributing 
to  a  cause  larger  than  themselves. 

That  belief  in  giving  back,  whether 
to  an  organization,  a  community,  or  an 
individual,  was  the  inspiration  for  this 
issue  of  The  Magazine.  We  have 
included  several  articles  about  “Thetas

profile  Susan  Wellman,  who  founded 
The  Ophelia  Project  to  help  adolescent 
and  teenage  girls  grow  up  safe  and  sane 
in  a  pressure-filled  world.  The  Project  is 
receiving  national  media  attention  and 
spreading  to  communities  across  the  US. 

In  “Life  Stories,”  we  meet  three 
more  outstanding  Thetas.  Jean 
Granville  Kennedy  is  a  50-  (plus!)  year 
volunteer  at  the  Beta  Pi  Chapter,  Jill 
Kaminsky  has  raised  more  than 
$25,000  for  cancer  research  in  memory 
of  her  mother,  and  the  Reverend 
Glenda  Briscoe  Hope  founded  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  to  minister  to  the 
residents  of  a  poverty-  and  crime-filled 
area  of  San  Francisco. 

And  in  “A  Tangible  Demonstration,” 
we  learn  more  about  Theta’s  Friendship 
Fund  and  its  impact  on  one  member  in 
the  wake  of  the  September  1 1 
tragedies. 

We  know  that  Thetas  everywhere  are 
striving  to  make  a  difference  in  the 
world  and  in  the  lives  of  others.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  recognize  just  few 
of  the  exceptional  women  who  make 
up  our  Fraternity.

Saving  for  College

You  may  have  been  hearing  about 
529  Plans,  or  Qualified  State  Tuition 
Programs  (QTSPs)  lately.  These  are 
savings  trusts  designed  to  help  families 
save  for  future  college  costs.  Created 
under  section  529  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code,  the  plans  are  sponsored 
by  states  and  run  and  managed  by  cer¬ 
tain  money  management  firms. 

Here  are  a  few  of  the  key  advantages. 

Relatively  high  contribution  limits. 
Whereas  some  other  college  savings 
vehicles  have  relatively  low  limits  on 
how  much  you  can  contribute  each 
year,  529  Plans  allow  you  to  save  far 
larger  sums  of  money — more  than 
$100,000  in  some  states.  What's  more, 
as  long  as  your  contributions  are  within 
certain  limits,  your  contributions  may 
not  be  subject  to  gift  taxes.  You'll  need 
to  consult  a  tax  attorney  to  be  sure. 

Tax-Free  Earnings.  Until  now,  earn¬ 
ings  were  tax-free  until  the  money  is 
withdrawn  for  college  costs  like  room, 
board,  and  tuition.  Once  withdrawn,  the 
funds  were  then  taxed  at  the  child's  rate. 
Now,  however,  tax-free  withdrawals 
from  529  Plans  will  become  effective  in 
2002.  The  new  law  will  also  allow  pri¬ 
vate  institutions  to  develop  their  own 
prepaid  tuition  plans,  although  tax-free 
withdrawals  from  a  private  prepaid  plan 
won't  begin  until  2004.

Flexibility.  With  most  529  Plans, 
you  don't  have  to  live  in  the  state  to 
open  an  account,  and  you  don't  have  to 
use  the  money  at  a  state  school  as  tra¬ 
ditional  state  tuition  savings  plans  usu¬ 
ally  require.  Additionally,  you  may 
open  a  529  account  for  any  child  you 
choose — your  own,  a  grandchild,  or 
even  a  non-family  member.  What's 
more,  you  may  change  your  designat¬ 
ed  future  college  student  at  any  time  to 
another  eligible  college-bound  family 
member. 

Control.  Although  there  are  a  few 
exceptions,  you,  the  donor,  remain  in 
control  of  the  account,  leaving  the 
beneficiary  no  legal  right  to  the  funds. 

Covered  Expenses.  Educational 
expenses  that  can  be  covered  under  a 
529  are  broad  and  comprehensive. 
These  include:  tuition,  fees,  books, 
equipment  required  for  enrollment  or 
attendance  at  a  college,  university,  or 
certain  vocational  and  proprietary 
schools,  room  and  board  (only  if  the 
student/beneficiary  attends  at  least  half 
of  the  time  and  may  not  exceed  the 
amount  normally  assessed  most  resi¬ 
dents  at  the  institution  or,  for  off-cam¬ 
pus  room  and  board,  may  not  exceed 
$2,500  per  academic  year). 

Here  are  some  potential  disadvan¬ 
tages. 

Rigid  Investment  Options.  Once 
you  select  an  investment  option,  it  can 
be  difficult  to  change.  In  order  to  do 
so,  investors  must  either  designate  a 
new  beneficiary  or  transfer  the  account 
into  another  state's  plan.  (Note:  certain 
programs  have  sliding  portfolios  for 
this  reason.  As  the  investor  gets  older, 
the  investment  option  changes.) 

Negative  Impact  on  Financial  Aid. 
Because  the  income  earned  in  a  529  is 
considered  the  child's,  a  successful 
plan  may  decrease  a  student's  chance 
of  getting  need-based  financial  aid. 

Withdrawal  penalty.  If  you  with¬ 
draw  your  funds  for  something  other 
than  college-related  expenses,  you  are 
required  to  pay  taxes  plus  at  least  a  10 
percent  penalty  on  earnings. 

Last  but  not  least,  please  remember 
that  all  529s  are  not  created  equal. 
When  selecting  one  that  is  right  for 
you,  be  sure  to  evaluate  portfolio  man¬ 
agers,  investment  options,  maximum 
and  minimum  contributions,  fees,  and 
instate  tax  advantages  carefully.  ■

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Sometimes,  in  the  bleakest  and  darkest  of 
situations,  it  often  seems  all  hope  is  lost. 
That  may  be  said  for  many  of  the  residents 
of  San  Francisco’s  Tenderloin  district  —  an  area 
of  the  City  by  the  Bay  that  is  laced  with  drugs, 
prostitution,  poverty,  homelessness,  and  crime. 

But  what  some  Tenderloin  residents  have 
realized  over  the  past  29  years  is  that  Hope  is 
just  around  the  corner ...  the  Reverend  Glenda 
Briscoe  Hope,  Beta  Nu/Florida  State,  that  is. 
She  is  the  founder  and  director  of  San 
Francisco  Network  Ministries  (SFNM),  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  that  has  been  “  ...an  active 
force  in  and  for  the  Tenderloin  since  it  was  cre¬ 
ated  in  November  1972.” 


The  group  Wisdom  In  Action 
recognized  Rev.  Hope  among  the 
"Unsung  Heroes  of  Compassion" 
in  May  2001. 


“Our  goal  is  to  proclaim  the  love  of  God  in 
word  and  in  deed,”  Rev.  Hope  says.  “Hopefully, 
our  ministry  will  be  a  vessel  to  convince  more 
people  that  God  loves  them.” 

From  P.E.  to  prayer 

But  how  did  a  physical  education  major  from 
Atlanta  —  known  to  many  by  the  nickname 
“Torchy”  —  end  up  as  a  minister  to  the  poor  in 
California?  Her  Theta  sisters  at  Florida  State 
played  a  role,  back  in  the  early  1950s,  by  invit¬ 
ing  her  to  attend  Presbyterian  services  in  a 
campus  ministry. 

‘Theta  was  my  first  experience  of  women 
working  together,”  Rev.  Hope  said.  ‘The  Thetas 
at  FSU  were  a  good  group  of  women,  and  I 
was  proud  to  be  one  of  them.” 

And  today,  she  continues  to  work  with  a 


group  of  individuals  who  also  strive  for  the 
utmost  in  spiritual  and  moral  growth.  Upon  earn¬ 
ing  her  undergraduate  degree  at  FSU  and  a 
master’s  from  the  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond,  Va.,  Rev.  Hope 
worked  as  both  a  college  and  hospital  chaplain. 

By  this  time,  it  was  the  mid-1960s,  but  the 
Presbyterian  church  did  not  ordain  women. 
However,  Rev.  Hope  persevered  in  the  ministry 
and  in  1970  —  after  attending  the  San 
Francisco  Theological  Seminary  —  she  became 
an  ordained  Presbyterian  minister. 

But  Rev.  Hope  didn’t  become  the  typical 
minister  who  preaches  every  Sunday  at  the 
front  of  the  church  and  conducts  the  occasional 
wedding  or  funeral  ceremony. 

“Clearly,  God’s  call  to  me  was  to  work 
with  young  adults  outside  the  traditional 
parish,”  she  says.  ‘The  idea  of  San 
Francisco  Network  Ministries  started  with 
eight  people  sitting  on  my  living-room 
floor.  We  were  drawn  to  serve  the  pover¬ 
ty  area  of  the  city  —  the  Tenderloin.” 

From  that  idea  grew  an  organization 
with  a  staff  of  three  full-time  and  two 
part-time  employees,  in  addition  to  two 
full-time  staff  and  four  shift  workers  at  the 
SafeHouse,  a  place  of  refuge  where 
woman  escape  prostitution  and  begin 
“constructive,  productive  lives.”  In  fact, 
the  four  shift  workers  at  SFNM’s 
SafeHouse  are  all  former  addicts  or  pros¬ 
titutes,  and  one  is  a  “graduate”  of  the 
program  for  which  she  now  works. 

In  addition  to  the  ongoing  outreach  of 
their  Tenderloin  Community  Church  and 
the  services  offered  at  the  SafeHouse,  SFNM 
runs  a  computer  training  center  where  neigh¬ 
borhood  residents  hone  their  professional  office 
skills  in  order  to  gain  employment  and  break 
the  cycle  of  poverty. 

Challenges  to  charity 

As  with  any  career  endeavor,  Rev.  Hope  has 
experienced  her  share  of  challenges  along  the 
way.  “I  struggled  with  getting  respect  from  the 
institutional  church  initially,”  Rev.  Hope  admits. 
“There  also  wasn’t  significant  financial  support 
either.” 

Today,  SFNM  relies  upon  financial  backing 
from  individuals  for  approximately  60  percent  of  its 
income.  The  other  40  percent  comes  from  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  sources  throughout  the  area  and  Network. 

“We  have  a  Jewish  synagogue  that  supports 
us  regularly,  as  well  as  grants  from  projects, 
and  guest-preaching  honorariums  that  I 
receive,”  Rev.  Hope  says.  “It’s  wonderful.  At 
times  it’s  seemed  tough,  but  I  love  working 
here.  I’ve  really  been  blessed.” 


And  Rev.  Hope  isn’t  the  only  one  receiving  a 
blessing  in  the  Tenderloin.  Her  job  finds  her  wit¬ 
nessing  and  ministering  to  people  from  all  walks  of 
life,  and  she  tries  to  play  a  role  in  the  betterment  of 
the  San  Francisco  neighborhood  she  calls  home. 
“It’s  definitely  my  parish,”  Rev.  Hope  explains.  “We 
are  here  to  motivate  people  to  help  heal  God’s 
world,  and  I’m  just  doing  my  small  part.” 

That  “small  part”  includes  a  myriad  of 
“extracurricular”  responsibilities  —  from  preach¬ 
ing  one  funeral  a  week  (usually  for  a  member  of 
the  Tenderloin  community)  to  filling  guest  pul¬ 
pits  30  Sundays  annually.  Rev.  Hope  and  her 
SFNM  associates  also  work  with  seminary  stu¬ 
dents,  and  they  organize  a  yearly  interfaith  ser¬ 
vice  on  the  winter  solstice  that  recognizes  the 
homeless  dead  in  San  Francisco. 

She  also  finds  time  to  be  active  in  the  secu¬ 
lar  community  around  her.  “My  philosophy  has 
always  been  to  be  politically  involved,”  Rev. 

Hope  states.  There  is  a  need  to  change  struc¬ 
tures  in  our  society  that  are  causing  pain  and 
injustice,  and  we  all  must  work  to  examine  the 
economical  struggles  between  those  who  have 
more  than  they  would  ever  spend  in  50  lifetimes 
and  those  who  don’t  even  have  enough  to  sur¬ 
vive  until  tomorrow.” 

It’s  for  these  actions  and  philosophies  that 
the  group  Wisdom  In  Action  recognized  Rev. 
Hope  among  the  “Unsung  Heroes  of 
Compassion”  in  May  2001 .  The  Dalai  Lama 
attended  the  group’s  event  in  San  Francisco 
and  presented  the  awards  to  51  recipients,  who 
hailed  from  16  different  countries. 

“It  was  quite  thrilling  to  see  the  Dalai  Lama 
in  person,”  Rev.  Hope  admits.  “There  wasn’t  a 
famous  person  or  a  famous  group  in  the  bunch; 
it  wasn’t  about  fame  and  fortune  but  doing  your 
part  in  the  world.  The  stories  from  the  honorees 
reminded  me  there  are  good  people  doing  good 
things  all  over  the  world.” 

The  “Unsung...”  award  is  among  the  many 
Rev.  Hope  has  received  over  her  nearly  30 
years  at  SFNM,  but  she  says  the  most  mean¬ 
ingful  honor  came  from  the  members  of  her 
own  parish,  the  1989  ‘Tender  Champ  Award” 
from  a  Tenderloin  newspaper. 

Rev.  Hope  explains,  ‘The  award  reads,  ‘For 
nourishing  the  spirit  of  the  poor  and  being  their 
advocate  for  change.’ That’s  really  what  it’s  all 
about  -  I’m  helping  people  change  and  helping 
them  realize  that  God  loves  them  and  that  we  are 
all  God’s  sons  and  daughters.”  ■

For  many  women,  the  phrase  breast  can¬ 
cer  is  synonymous  with  the  phrase  fear 
and  suffering.  One  young  woman,  in 
honor  of  her  mother,  overcame  heat;  sunburn; 
inflamed  blisters;  and  sore,  swollen  muscles  to 
help  raise  money  in  hopes  of  finding  a  cure  for 
this  deadly  disease. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Jill  Kaminsky, 

Gamma  Mu/Maryland,  has  participated  in  the 
Avon  Cancer  3-Day,  a  60  mile  march  from 
Frederick,  Md.,  to  Washington,  DC.  According  to 
Kaminsky,  she  walked  “  ...remembering  those 
who  had  lost  the  battle  but  thankful  for  those 
who  had  survived.”  She  also  says  that  she  could¬ 
n’t  have  done  it  without  the  help  of M  ...500  vol¬ 
unteers,  podiatrists,  massage  therapists,  36,400 
gallons  of  water,  and  7000  tubes  of  sunscreen.” 

Kaminsky’s  first  3-Day,  in  May  2000,  was  a 
tribute  to  her  mother,  Roberta  Kaminsky,  who 
had  undergone  a  double  mastectomy  at  age 
33,  six  weeks  after  Jill  was  born.  Her  second 
race,  in  May  2001,  was  in  memory  of  her  moth¬ 
er,  who  had  succumbed  to  bladder  cancer  in 
August  2000.  Happily,  Roberta  Kaminsky  was 
able  to  see  her  daughter  cross  the  finish  line  in 
2000,  a  moment  Jill  Kaminsky  will  never  forget. 

“That  was  my  favorite  part  -  for  her  to  see 
me  do  this.  I  remember  so  clearly  the  moment 
my  mother  saw  me.  I  had  never  seen  such 
pride  in  her  face.” 

Both  parents  had  tried  to  talk  her  out  of  doing 
the  walk.  Her  mother  especially  wanted  her  to  be 
a  “normal”  college  student.  (Jill  was  a  sophomore

at  the  time  of  her  first  race.)  “But  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  was  doing  the  walk  for  my  mother.  It 
was  really  great  to  do  something  so  big  for  her.” 

In  her  effort  to  “do  something  big,”  Jill  went  on 
a  pursuit  to  raise  more  money  than  the  minimum 
$1 ,900  required  to  enter  the  race.  And  she  could 
not  have  done  it  without  the  support  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta.  ‘The  girls  were  very  supportive. 
They  organized  car  washes  and  candy  sales, 


and  raised  more  than  $700,”  Kaminsky  recalls. 
Many  even  made  the  trek  from  Maryland  to 
Washington,  DC,  to  meet  her  at  the  finish  line.  In 
fact,  another  chapter  member,  Meredith  Traber, 
was  inspired  to  participate  in  the  2002  race. 

In  her  fund-raising  effort,  Kaminsky  appealed 
to  20  different  sororities  and  fraternities. 
Maryland’s  Greek  system  was  extremely  encour¬ 
aging  and  donated  more  than  $5,000  to  the 
cause.  She  became  a  bit  of  a  celebrity  on 
Maryland’s  campus.  “Students  would  come  up  to 
me  and  say  they  were  so  glad  I  was  doing  this. 
Many  other  people  have  had  family  or  friends 
suffer  from  cancer.  I  was  walking  for  all  of  them.” 

Jill  also  sent  touching  letters  to  friends  and 
family,  explaining  her  cause.  Soon  checks  were 
flooding  in,  some  with  notes  about  her  mother, 
which  “  ...mean  so  much  to  me,”  Jill  maintains. 

The  Avon  Breast  Cancer  3-Day  walk  winds 
through  several  small  towns  on  its  course 
through  Maryland.  Many  of  the  2,800  walkers 
are  breast  cancer  survivors  or  are  walking  in 
honor  of  someone  who  has  the  disease. 
Participants  of  all  ages,  both  male  and  female, 
make  this  remarkable  journey. 

Each  day  of  the  race,  the  walkers  wake 
between  5:30  and  6:00  am  so  they  can  begin  to 
walk  as  soon  as  the  course  opens  at  6:30.  Most 
reach  the  next  overnight  area  by  2:30  or  3:00 
pm.  Temperatures  can  climb  during  the  day, 
making  walking  remarkably  uncomfortable. 
Kaminsky  endured  a  serious  sunburn  and 
painful  blisters  that  became  inflamed  during  the 
walk.  Some  walkers  even  suffered  from 
heat  exhaustion.  Those  who  felt  they 
could  not  continue  were  picked  up  in  a 
van,  and  “swept-off”  to  the  overnight  area. 

Because  a  three-day  walk  can  be 
remarkably  grueling,  it  could  not  be 
accomplished  without  the  help  and  sup¬ 
port  of  hundreds  of  volunteers.  Instead 
of  walking  in  the  race  this  spring, 
Kaminsky  opted  to  donate  her  time  and 
join  the  more  than  500  volunteers  who 
help  support  the  walkers.  One  of  her 
main  duties  was  manning  the  “grab-and- 
go”  stations,  which  provide  the  walkers  with 
food  and  drinks  for  the  walkers.  “Being  a  crew 
member  is  important,  giving  them  water,  food, 
setting  up  everything,  and  even  supporting 
them,”  she  explained. 

Tables  of  medical  supplies,  and  even  med¬ 
ical  tents  for  those  who  become  more  seriously 
ill,  are  also  set  up  along  the  course.  Massage 
therapists  donate  their  time  to  offer  free  mas¬ 
sages  to  the  tired  walkers. 

At  the  overnight  areas,  huge  trucks  equipped 
with  showers  are  available;  dinner  is  served  in  a 


big  tent,  followed  by  a  brief  news  report  and 
some  form  of  entertainment.  When  it  is  time  to 
sleep,  the  walkers  make  their  way  “home”  through 
a  thoroughly  organized  sea  of  two-person  tents. 

After  72  hours  of  walking  and  camping, 
sweat  and  sunburns,  blisters  and  boo-boos,  the 
walkers  finally  reach  the  end  -  the  Washington 
Monument.  Friends,  family,  and  other  support¬ 
ers  are  there  to  congratulate  the  participants. 

During  her  involvement  with  the  race,  Jill 
Kaminsky  has  raised  more  than  $25,000  for  breast 
cancer  research,  amazingly,  with  no  corporate 
sponsorship.  As  she  puts  it,  The  race  is  about 
moving  beyond  our  limits  to  raise  millions  of  dollars 
to  support  major  national  cancer  programs.”  ■ 


The  Avon  Breast  Cancer  3-Day 


More  than  58,000  people  have  participated 
in  the  Avon  Breast  Cancer  3-day  walk  since  it 
began  only  four  years  ago.  This  year,  the  event 
has  spread  to  13  cities,  spanning  the  United 
States.  Men  and  women  unite,  and  for  72  hours 
and  60  miles,  they  put  aside  their  pain,  fears, 
and  struggles  to  become  a  walking  example  to 
the  world. 

More  than  $63  million  has  been  raised  for 
breast  cancer  research  and  clinical  care,  finan¬ 
cial  and  support  services,  education  and  early 
detection,  since  the  3-Days  began  in  October 
1998.  The  3-Days’  mission  is  to  help  women 
with  undetected  breast  cancer  find  out  early 
enough  to  survive  and  to  fund  access  to  care 
for  women  who  are  underprivileged.  The  money 
raised  goes  to  five  different  aspects  of  breast 
cancer  research  and  support:  biomedical 
research,  clinical  care,  financial  assistance  and 
support  services,  educational  seminars  and 
advocacy  training,  and  early  detection  and 
awareness  programs  nationwide. 

Upon  registering,  each  walker  commits  to 
raising  $1,900  (with  most  averaging  $3,000)  in 
donations.  Walking  for  20  miles  a  day  for  three 
days  is  no  small  task.  The  walkers  train  much 
the  same  way  that  runners  train  for  marathons, 
some  starting  several  months  ahead  of  the 
event.  Each  participant  is  assigned  a  walking 
coach  to  help  in  all  aspects  of  training  and  fund¬ 
raising,  plus  clinics,  meetings,  training  sessions 
and  mailings  provide  continued  support. 

Despite  the  pain  of  walking  for  three  days  on 
end,  participants  claim  year  after  year  that  the 
3-Day  may  be  the  greatest  experience  of  their 
lives.  It  represents  one  person’s  opportunity  to 
save  a  life,  to  be  a  hero  in  the  crusade  against 
breast  cancer.

Perhaps  it’s  because  she’s  a  member  of 
the  “greatest  generation”  and  that  her 
college  years  were  the  unique  World  War 
II  years.  Or  because  it  is  her  nature  to  be  loyal 
to  causes  she  holds  dear.  Or  because  she  sim¬ 
ply  is  attracted  to  possibility  and  promise. 

Whatever  the  reasons  for  her  dedication  to 
the  Fraternity,  Jean  Granville  Kennedy,  78,  who 
did  not  pledge  Theta  until  her  junior  year,  has 
more  than  made  up  for  that  lost  time  in  continu¬ 
ous  years  of  service  to  the  Fraternity.  For  more 
than  50  years,  she  has  literally  and  figuratively 
helped  to  lay  the  foundation  for  successive 
decades  of  students  to  have  positive  Theta 
experiences  at  the  Beta  Pi  Chapter  at  Michigan 
State  in  East  Lansing,  where  she  herself 
pledged  in  1944. 

The  collegians  there  recently  honored 
Kennedy  for  her  tireless  service  with  a  surprise 
party  with  all  the  trappings:  a  corsage  and  bou¬ 
quet,  a  kite  pin,  and  an  engraved  plate.  Also 
presented  to  Kennedy  were  a  letter  from  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  President  Mary  Jane  Parker  Beach 
and  a  commendation  from  the  international 
Fraternity. 

“What  touched  me  was  that  the  party  and 
recognition  came  from  the  collegians  them¬ 
selves,”  Kennedy  says. 

She  has  been  a  cornerstone  for  the  chap¬ 
ter’s  survival  and  growth  during  the  last  half- 
century,  when  Michigan  State  exploded  from 
the  small  institution  she  attended— 5,000  stu¬ 
dents— to  today’s  mega-campus  of  almost 
44,000  students.  Kennedy  has  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  corporation  board  three  times— 
most  recently  from  1993  to  the  present— effec¬ 
tively  overseeing  a  million-dollar  operation  and 
having  responsibility  for  repaving  the  parking 
lot,  reroofing  and  decorating  the  house,  paying 
the  taxes,  and  going  to  the  bank  for  a  loan  for  a 
sprinkler  system,  among  other  needs. 

Kennedy  has  also  been  a  stalwart  fund-rais¬ 
er  on  behalf  of  the  Beta  Pi  facility.  When,  in 
1964,  the  chapter  decided  to  build  an  addition 
to  the  house,  raising  the  sleeping  capacity  from 
30  to  54,  the  Fraternity  offered  to  loan  the 
chapter  the  funds  if  they  could  raise  $20,000 
themselves.  The  ensuing  letter-writing  cam¬ 
paign  to  local  alumnae  was  so  successful  that  it 
became  an  annual  fund-raising  appeal.  Calling 
themselves  the  Beta  Pi  Boosters,  a  group  of 
eight  to  ten  Thetas  gathers  every  year  to  pre¬ 
pare  and  mail  an  appeal  to  approximately  1 ,500 
alumnae. 

“It  is  like  giving  birth  time  and  again,”  says 
Kennedy,  “but  it  is  worth  it;  we  raise  thousands 
of  dollars  with  the  letter,  and  it  is  a  mechanism 


to  keep  alums  in  touch  with  the  chapter.  The 
alums  respond  with  lovely  notes,  which  the 
actives  put  in  scrapbooks  and  display  during 
recruitment  to  show  what  great  support  we 
have.”  Through  the  years,  Kennedy  also  has 
been  president  of  the  alumnae  chapter  and 
served  on  various  committees. 

Her  devotion  to  Theta  and  the  Beta 
Pi  chapter  stems,  she  believes,  from 
her  graduate  school  days.  During  the 
graduation  banquet  her  senior  year, 
the  chairman  of  the  speech  and  the¬ 
ater  department  discovered  that 
Kennedy,  president  of  the  speech 
majors  club,  did  not  yet  have  a  job.  He 
encouraged  her  to  go  to  graduate 
school,  and  arranged  for  her  an  assis- 
tanceship,  as  well  as  a  job  creating  a 
children’s  theater  and  teaching  cre¬ 
ative  dramatics  at  the  university.  (A 
notice  in  the  paper  brought  120  chil¬ 
dren  interested  in  the  theater. 

“Starting  from  scratch,  it  was  quite  an 
undertaking,”  she  says.) 

As  a  graduate  student,  she  lived  at 
a  rooming  house,  but  ate  her  meals  at 
the  Theta  house.  “I  enjoyed  getting  to 
know  new  members  as  they  came 
along.”  She  and  another  graduate 
speech  student  later  moved  into  the 
Theta  house  during  the  summer  when  the 
undergraduates  were  gone.  “I  wrote  my  thesis 
that  summer  in  the  sunroom.  I  came  away  with 
such  a  feeling  of  sisterhood,  and  I  still  keep  in 
touch  with  many  of  the  women  I  met  during 
school  and  the  years  immediately  afterward.  I 
wouldn’t  trade  it  for  anything.” 

As  she  looks  back,  the  Saginaw,  Mich., 
native  realizes  those  were  special  years,  bring¬ 
ing  many  changes  to  campus.  “As  the  men 
trickled  off  to  war,  the  women  grew  closer  to 
each  other  and  took  on  more  leadership  posi¬ 
tions  at  the  school.  For  the  first  time,  there  was 
a  woman  running  for  class  president,  and  she 
was  a  Theta.” 

Following  graduation,  she  married  Theodore 
Kennedy,  a  professor  of  English  at  Michigan 
State,  who  has  provided  a  supportive  environ¬ 
ment  as  she  has  tackled  various  Theta  chal¬ 
lenges,  as  well  as  those  connected  to  her  24- 
year-long  career  as  academic  adviser  to  under¬ 
graduate  students  at  Michigan  State.  The 
Kennedys  had  three  daughters,  one  of  whom, 
Gail  Kennedy  Iverstine,  is  a  member  of  the 
Delta  Kappa  Chapter  at  Louisiana  State. 
Iverstine’s  daughter,  Katy  Iverstine  Campbell, 
pledged  the  same  chapter  in  1992. 


Kennedy  plans  to  retire  in  October  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  corporation  board,  but  will  continue 
to  serve  on  the  board  and  as  president  of  the 
Beta  Pi  Boosters. 

Her  words  of  advice  for  Thetas  everywhere: 
“Support  your  chapter  with  your  money  and 
your  presence.  This  is  what  is  missing  today. 
With  more  women  working  and  volunteering  for 
other  causes,  a  lot  of  our  available  support  has 
drained  away.  We  could  help  improve  many 
things  if  more  alumnae  were  in  evidence. 

“And  it’s  true,”  she  adds,  “the  more  involved 
you  are,  the  more  fun  it  is.”  ■

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A  Tangible 
Demonstration

heta  for  a  lifetime:  we’ve  heard 
this  phrase  since  our  college 
days.  The  Friendship  Fund  is  a 
tangible  demonstration  of  the  idea  that 
the  care,  love,  and  support  of  our  sis¬ 
ters  does,  indeed,  last  for  a  lifetime. 
Established  in  1926,  the  Fund  provides 
financial  assistance  to  Theta  sisters 
during  times  of  urgent  family  crisis, 
severe  financial  distress,  catastrophic 
illness,  or  in  the  aftermath  of  a  natural 
disaster.  It  is  based  on  a  beautiful, 
timeless  idea — sisters  reaching  out  to 
sisters. 

One  very  important  aspect  of  the 
Fund  is  the  secrecy  surrounding  the 
giving  of  gifts.  Although  Friendship 
Fund  gifts  are  confidential,  one  recent 
recipient,  Elizabeth  Russell  Jordan, 
Omega/UC  Berkeley,  wanted  to  discuss 
her  experience  to  help  raise  awareness 
about  the  Fund.  Like  most  of  us,  Jordan 
never  thought  she  would  be  in  a  situa¬ 
tion  where  she’d  need  financial  help. 
Happily  married  for  nine  years  to 
Robert  Jordan,  whom  she’d  met  back- 
stage  at  their  college  graduation, 
Elizabeth  was  working  as  a  fifth  grade 
teacher  and  was  active  in  the  Long 
Island  alumnae  group.  Then,  on 
September  1 1,  everything  changed. 

Rob,  who  worked  as  a  bond  broker  at 
Cantor  Fitzgerald,  was  killed  in  the  ter¬ 
rorist  attack  on  the  World  Trade  Center.

losing  her  husband,  Jordan 
suddenly  found  herself  in 
financial  trouble  as  well. 

Instead  of  two  incomes, 
there  was  just  one,  and  she 
struggled  to  keep  up  the 
mortgage  and  other  obliga¬ 
tions.  When  the  various 
relief  funds  set  up  for  fami¬ 
lies  of  9/1 1  victims  proved 
to  be  of  little  help,  two 
other  Berkeley  Thetas, 

Jennifer  Steen  and  Karen 
Jensen,  applied  to  the 
Friendship  Fund  on  Jordan’s 
behalf.  “It  really  is  Theta 
for  a  lifetime,”  said  Jordan. 

”1  didn’t  know  about  the 
Friendship  Fund,  but  my 
friends  did,  and  they  took 
care  of  me.” 

According  to  Fraternity 
President  Mary  Jane  Beach, 

Beta  Nu/Florida  State,  that’s 
often  the  way  it  happens: 
sometimes  recipients  aren’t 
even  aware  that  an  applica¬ 
tion  has  been  made  to  the 
Fund  until  they  receive  a 
check  in  the  mail.  In  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  spirit  of  sisters 
helping  sisters,  the  applica¬ 
tion  is  relatively  simple.  Two 
members  write  on  behalf  of 
another,  and  the  Friendship 
Fund  committee  determines 
the  award.  “Many  times,” 
says  Beach,  “What’s  happened  is  so 
catastrophic  that  a  newspaper  article 
will  be  attached.” 

The  Friendship  Fund  bestows  gifts 
in  four  categories — severe  financial 
distress,  catastrophic  illness,  natural 
disaster,  and  urgent  family  crisis — in 
amounts  ranging  from  $500  to  $5,000. 
The  Fund  has  helped  Thetas  with  med¬ 
ical  problems  of  their  own,  as  well  as 
when  their  spouses  or  children  experi¬ 
ence  illness.  Thetas  and  their  families 
have  also  been  given  funds  to  help 
them  cope  with  the  after-effects  of 
house  fires,  divorce,  and  other  events. 
Says  Beach,  “It  can  happen  very  easi¬ 
ly.  You  can  go  from  being  on  top  of 
the  world  to  being  in  a  dire  financial 
situation.  And  lots  of  times,  recipients 
just  need  help  digging  out  of  a  hole  so 
they  can  be  self-sufficient  again.” 

In  2000,  Thetas  donated  more  than 
$30,000  to  the  Friendship  Fund — 


mostly  through  informal  giving  at 
Founders  Day  celebrations,  where 
Thetas  have  traditionally  been  asked  to 
give  one  penny  for  each  year  of  sister¬ 
hood.  But  due  to  the  ever-rising  costs 
of  health  care,  housing,  and  other 
essentials,  Anne  Budill,  president  of 
the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation, 
asks  that  Thetas  now  donate  one  dollar 
for  each  year  of  sisterhood  to  the 
Friendship  Fund.  This  will  give  the 
Fund  the  ability  to  help  even  more 
people.  In  2001,  13  Thetas  applied  for 
aid;  in  previous  years  the  number  has 
been  much  higher. 

Says  Mary  Jane  Beach,  “To  me,  the 
Friendship  Fund  is  like  our  ritual.  It’s 
one  of  the  things  that  sets  Theta  apart 
and  is  special  to  Theta — and  it’s 
endured  since  the  1920s.  And  even 
though  we  manage  it  very  quietly,  it 
really  does  have  an  enormous  impact 
on  people’s  lives.”  ■

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Bullied  by  a  dysfunctional  culture,  today's  young  women  find 

a  strong  ally  in  Susan  Wellman,  founder  of  the  Ophelia  Project.

For  Susan  Wellman, growing  up  in  Erie, 
Penn.,  in  the1950s  and  early  '60s  meant 
playing  outdoors  for  hours  after  dark;  escap¬ 
ing  on  long,  meandering  bike  rides;  and 
answering  to  pockets  of  caring,  connected 
adults.  Pleasures  were  primarily  free,  and  pos¬ 
sessions  were  simple.  Nearly  every  youngster 
in  the  Glenwood  Hills  suburb  owned  a  bike, 
Hula-Hoop,  basketball,  Monopoly  game,  and 
a  few  comic  books.  Their  parents  shopped  at 
the  same  stores  and,  if  folks  chatted  long 
enough,  they'd  discover  a  link  to  just  about 
anybody.  "I  grew  up  in  a  safer,  gentler  time," 
recalls  Wellman,  Eta/Michigan.  "I  could  roam 
all  hours  of  the  day,  and  my  parents  simply 
didn't  have  to  worry  about  me." 

When  Wellman  journeyed  from  Erie  to  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  discovered  Theta, 
the  same  sense  of  security  followed.  "I  felt

very  safe  and  very  happy  living  in  the  sorori¬ 
ty,"  she  says.  "I  worked  as  assistant  business 
manager  of  the  University  of  Michigan  news¬ 
paper,  and  was  thrown  into  classes  with  hun¬ 
dreds  of  students.  But  I  could  always  return 
to  Theta,  where  I  had  a  wonderful,  built-in 
base  of  friends.  Theta  was  protected  space 
for  me." 

Months  after  graduating  with  a  degree  in 
English  and  communication  in  1966, 

Wellman  started  teaching  high  school 
English.  She  describes  herself  as  the  type  of 
teacher  to  whom  students  confided  —  some¬ 
one  they  trusted  with  "the  secret  life  of  the 
adolescent."  After  four  years,  Wellman  left 
her  teaching  position  to  start  a  family  and, 
for  the  next  twelve  years,  was  immersed  in 
raising  her  daughter,  Nicole,  and  son,  Adam. 
She  kept  her  finger  on  the  pulse  of  adoles¬ 
cence  through  hosting  international 
exchange  students  and  occasional  part-time 
teaching. 

Returning  to  the  classroom  more  than  a 
decade  later,  she  says,  was  a  life-changing 
experience.  Gone  was  the  familiar  environ¬ 
ment  of  safety  and  security,  as  was  the  confi¬ 
dent,  inquisitive,  trusting  breed  of  students 
she  remembered.  In  their  place,  Wellman  saw 
teens — particularly  girls — battling  depression, 
low  self-esteem,  and  peer  pressure.  Some 
were  merely  unhappy;  others  were  turning  to 
drugs,  alcohol,  risky  sexual  behavior,  and  eat¬ 
ing  disorders. 

"I  was  teaching  gifted  and  college-bound 
kids — good  kids,  from  good  families," 
Wellman  says.  "Something  had  changed 
drastically.  I  couldn't  put  my  finger  on  it,  but 
it  disturbed  me  greatly.  Students  were  telling 
me  that  they  weren't  happy  and  that  they 
weren't  having  fun." 

Wellman  left  her  teaching  job  to  accept  a 
faculty  position  at  Edinboro  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  where  she  had  earned  her  mas¬ 
ters  degree  in  education  as  a  reading  special¬ 
ist.  "I  felt  I  had  lost  confidence  in  my  ability 
to  teach,  or  to  help,  adolescents,"  she  recalls. 


Comprehending  a  Changed 
Culture 

Wellman  left  teaching,  but  she  didn't 
abandon  education.  Instead,  she  delved  into 
an  educational  mission  of  her  own,  attempt¬ 
ing  to  understand  the  changes  she  witnessed. 
At  the  same  time,  Wellman  and  her  husband, 
Cyrus,  faced  challenges  under  their  own  roof. 
Daughter  Nicole,  then  a  teenager,  was  bat¬ 
tling  bouts  of  bulimia,  a  binge-and-purge 
addiction  and  the  most  common  eating  disor¬ 
der  among  adolescent  girls.  "We  tried  to 
keep  the  communication  lines  open,  and  we 
sought  professional  help,"  Wellman  recalls. 
"We  did  everything  two  educated,  dedicated 
parents  could  do,  and  nothing  helped.  People 
of  my  generation  always  thought  if  a  child 
had  problems,  it  must  mean  he  or  she  came 
from  a  dysfunctional  family,"  she  adds.  "But 
that  wasn't  our  situation." 

Nicole,  now  a  developmental  psychologist 
and  mother  of  two,  won  her  battle  with 
bulimia,  but  only  after  spending  time  in  a 
rehabilitation  center.  In  the  meantime, 
Wellman  also  found  the  direction  and 
insights  she  craved  after  reading  Mary 
Pipher's  best-selling  book,  Reviving  Ophelia, 
published  in  1994. 

"This  book  gave  me  the  language  to 
express  what  I  had  seen  among  adolescent 
girls,"  says  Wellman,  who  also  has  served  as 
a  counselor  for  the  Youth  For  Understanding 
program.  "Pipher's  words  helped  me  think 
about  solutions  to  their  problems,  and  how  I 
could  help.  The  basic  premise,  and  the  one  I 
had  missed,  is  the  impact  of  our  culture  on  a 
girl's  development."  In  her  book,  Pipher 
coined  the  phrase  dysfunctional  culture  and 
challenged  parents  to  combat  its  negative 
impacts  through  grassroots  efforts. 

Wellman  took  the  Pipher's  charge  to 
heart,  organizing  a  public  meeting  in  down¬ 
town  Erie  and  sharing  Pipher's  message  with 
an  audience  of  about  120.  The  forum  identi¬ 
fied  a  core  of  concerned  parents  and,  in 
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1997,  a  group  of  twelve  women  officially 
launched  The  Ophelia  Project  and  defined  its 
mission  as:  "...  a  group  of  people  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  saving  the  selves  of  girls  by  protecting 
and  reconnecting  families  through  aware¬ 
ness,  education,  and  advocacy.  We  believe 
that  raising  healthy,  confident  daughters 
needs  a  multi-faceted  approach  involving  a 
community  of  friends,  parents,  neighbors, 
and  professionals." 

To  this  end,  The  Ophelia  Project  offers  a 
cross-section  of  programs  targeted  to  adoles¬ 
cent  girls  and  the  adults  in  their  lives — par¬ 
ents,  educators,  counselors,  and  mentors. 
Programs  aimed  at  girls,  for  example,  include 
"How  Do  Girls  Hurt  Each  Other?"  and 
"Straight  Talk:  Lies,  Sex,  and  Drugs."  These 
programs,  along  with  teacher  training  ses¬ 
sions  on  mentor¬ 
ing  and  cultural 
effects,  also  are 
offered  in  schools. 

Mother-daughter 
programs  include 
self-defense  train¬ 
ing,  retreats,  and 
book  clubs.  Book 
talks,  which  are 
free  and  open  to 
the  public,  discuss 
titles  such  as 
Stephen  Covey's 
The  Seven  Habits 
of  Highly-Effective 
Families  and  The 
Shelter  of  Each 
Other  also  by 
Mary  Pipher. 

What  began 
with  a  dozen  con¬ 
cerned  individuals 
today  involves 
close  to  1 50  active 
volunteers. 

Thousands  are 
aware  of  Wellman's  message,  and  Ophelia 
Project  chapters  have  spread  from  Erie  to 
Warren  and  Bloomsburg,  Penn.,  and  to  cities 
in  Ohio,  California,  and  Oregon.  The  national 
media  is  tuning  in,  too,  and  Project  represen¬ 
tatives  have  appeared  recently  on  national 
shows  such  as  Dateline. 

As  founder  and  board  president,  Wellman 
represents  The  Ophelia  Project  nationwide.  She 
also  manages  fund-raising  and  sponsorship 
development,  long-term  vision  and  planning 
development,  public  speaking,  group  facilita¬ 
tion  and  training,  and  newsletter  publication. 

"We've  successfully  created  a  model  of 
how  a  community  can  organize  to  deal  with 
girls'  issues,"  Wellman  says.  "We  have  a 
grassroots  effort — a  group  of  moms  saying,  'I 
want  to  do  something  to  help.'  Ours  is  a 
model  for  community  action,  versus  a  blue¬ 
print  for  agency  programs. 

"I  feel  The  Ophelia  Project  is  my  true  call¬ 


ing,  and  I  do  this  as  a  fulltime  volunteer,"  she 
adds.  "The  difficulties  I  had  in  the  past,  and 
the  things  I  feel  I  didn't  do  well  with  my 
daughter,  gave  me  the  empathy  and  insight  I 
need  for  this  project." 

Undoing  the  Damage 

Extraordinarily  high  levels  of  empathy  and 
insight — along  with  commitment  and 
patience — are  essential  to  connecting  with 
today's  adolescent  girls  and  changing  their 
culture,  Wellman  says.  In  many  ways,  our 
dysfunctional  culture  has  snuck  up  on  us,  she 
contends,  and  parents  are  as  much  the  prod¬ 
ucts  of  its  advance  as  their  daughters. 

"In  our  culture,  the  changes  happened 
just  slow  enough  that  we  didn't  understand 
the  ramifications,"  she  says.  "Computers  are 
one  simple  exam¬ 
ple.  They  repre¬ 
sented  a  fabulous 
technology  and 
resource,  and  we 
took  them  into 
our  homes  with 
great  delight. 
What  we  didn't 
anticipate  were  e- 
mail  and  chat 
rooms,  and  the 
way  e-mail  can  be 
used  to  destroy 
reputations.  Some 
girls  send  out 
damaging  'get 
even'  messages  to 
huge  mailing 
lists." 

Computers, 
along  with  com¬ 
munication  tech¬ 
nologies  such  as 
cell  phones  and 
pagers,  mean  that 
many  parents  have 
lost  personal  con¬ 
tact  with  their  teenagers.  "These  kids  are  oper¬ 
ating  largely  on  their  own,  as  a  'tribe  apart,' 
and  it's  not  to  their  advantage,"  Wellman  says. 
"Adults  aren't  impacting  their  lives,  and  that's 
what  we're  trying  to  promote — a  community 
of  caring  adults  and  mentors  who  are  centered 
around  kids.  Because  at  the  same  time  they're 
pushing  us  away,  adolescents  are  hungry  for 
adult  contact." 

Today's  teens  also  face  adult  issues — such 
as  alcohol,  sex,  and  body  image — at  dis¬ 
turbingly  young  ages.  Parents  recognize  the 
threats,  Wellman  says,  but  they  don't  grasp 
their  degree  or  intensity.  "When  teens  tell  us 
things  have  changed,  they're  right.  Kids  are 
growing  up  much  younger  and  are  breaking 
away  from  their  parents  at  earlier  ages.  My 
generation  faced  issues  about  sex  at  age  1 8, 
while  today,  many  1 2-year-olds  have  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  sexual  contact.

Titles  of  numerous  books 
and  programs  devoted 
to  teenage  girls  share 
the  name  Ophelia.  The 
reference  comes  from 
Shakespeare's  Hamlet, 
parts  of  which  chronicle 
the  destructive  forces 
that  affect  young 
women.  As  a  girl, 

Ophelia  is  happy  and 
free  but,  with  adoles¬ 
cence,  she  loses  herself. 
When  she  falls  in  love 
with  Hamlet,  she  lives 
solely  for  his  approval. 
Ophelia  has  no  inner 
direction;  rather,  she 
struggles  only  to  meet 
the  demands  of  Hamlet 
and  her  father.  When 
Hamlet  rejects  her 
because  she  is  an  obedi¬ 
ent  daughter,  she  goes 
mad  with  grief.  Dressing 
in  elegant  clothes  that 
weigh  her  down,  she 
drowns  in  a  stream  filled 
with  flowers.

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"Women  of  my  generation  also 
wanted  thin  bodies  and  to  look  good," 
she  adds.  "But  today,  brand-name  jeans 
are  marketed  to  first-grade  girls.  The 
whole  area  of  peer  influence  is  huge, 
and  kids  are  facing  all  of  these  issues 
without  much  control  from  parents." 

Their  power  is  persuasive,  and  peer 
groups  also  can  be  girls'  worst  enemies. 

An  emerging  issue,  and  one  which  has 
captured  the  media's  attention,  is  rela¬ 
tional  aggression.  The  newly  coined  term 
refers  to  sets  of  behaviors  that  are  gen¬ 
erations  old  —  girls'  covert  tactics  of 
gossiping,  spreading  rumors,  excluding, 
and  ganging  up  on  each  other. 

"The  difference  now  is  frequency  and 
severity,"  Wellman  explains.  "Relational 
aggression  among  girls  has  reached  epi¬ 
demic  proportions.  The  Ophelia  Project 
recently  formed  an  advisory  council  of  ado¬ 
lescent  girls,  and  asked  them  what  they 
needed  from  us.  Problems  with  friends, 
cliques,  and  social  hierarchies  emerged  imme¬ 
diately  as  their  biggest  concerns."  Wellman 
theorizes  that,  unlike  boys,  girls  do  not  learn 
to  deal  with  aggression  effectively  and  direct¬ 
ly,  and  adults  haven't  intervened  on  their 
behalf.  "Even  by  age  two,  boys  are  told  they 
can't  hit  others,"  she  says.  "But  the  message 
we  send  girls  simply  is  to  ignore  the  aggres¬ 
sor,  or  to  get  a  new  friend. 

"The  aggression  may  look  harmless, 
because  it  isn't  physical,"  Wellman  adds. 

"But  research  indicates  girls  are  just  as 
aggressive  as  boys,  and  that  their  form  of 
relational  aggression  is  just  as  damaging  as 
physical  aggression.  Overnight,  a  girl  can  find 
herself  excluded  from  her  group,  and  that's 
devastating." 

The  Ophelia  Project  is  credited  with  devel¬ 
oping  the  nation's  first  interventional  pro¬ 
gram,  "Creating  a  Safe  Social  Climate  in  Our 
Schools,"  and  teenage  girls  are  key  advo¬ 
cates.  Groups  of  trained  high  school  students 
visit  middle  schools  to  help  students  deal 
with  relational  aggression  and  learn  to  stand 
up  for  victims,  rather  than  witness  victimiza¬ 
tion.  "We  want  a  loud  voice  in  the  country, 
and  we  need  a  lot  of  people  working  on 
this,"  says  Wellman,  who  currently  is  author¬ 
ing  a  book  on  the  topic.  "Parents  wouldn't 


consider  sending  their  sons  to  schools  that 
had  no  policy  regarding  physical  aggression. 
Why  should  it  be  any  different  where  rela¬ 
tional  aggression  is  concerned? 

"It's  no  one's  fault  because,  until  several 
years  ago,  there  was  no  name  for  this  and  no 
research  to  support  it,"  she  adds.  "But  now 
it's  time  to  recognize  relational  aggression  as  a 
serious  issue  in  our  schools  and  our  society." 

Tomorrow's  Teens 

The  path  to  a  changed  culture  begins  with 
baby  steps,  Wellman  contends.  "Identify  one 
thing  under  your  roof  you  don't  like,  and 
decide  how  to  change  it,"  she  suggests. 

"Ask  yourself  what  type  of  climate  you  want 
to  instill."  For  instance,  designate  one  night  a 
week  when  the  television  will  stay  off,  and 
the  family  will  gather  for  games  or  reading. 
Make  an  intentional  decision  about  how  to 
best  use  family  dinnertime — what  to  discuss, 
and  how  to  divide  tasks.  Such  strategies  have 
worked  for  her  adult  family,  Wellman  says, 
and  she  cites  The  Seven  Habits  of  Highly- 
Effective  Families  and  Intentional  Families  as 
excellent  resources. 

"These  ideas  aren't  complicated,  but  they 
require  strategizing  and  the  ability  to  out- 
maneuver  the  adolescent,"  she  points  out. 
"Remember,  too,  that  girls  want  you  to  be 
involved  in  their  lives.  It  drove  me  crazy  when 
I  was  teaching,  because  girls  would  tell  me 
their  parents  didn't  understand,  wouldn't  lis¬ 
ten  to  them,  and  wouldn't  help.  I  knew  that 


was  ludicrous,  because  I  knew  these 
parents. 

"Teens  will  try  to  block  any  efforts  par¬ 
ents  make,  but  the  depth  of  their  desire 
to  be  close  to  their  families — particularly 
moms — is  huge." 

To  help  them  work  together  toward  a 
kinder,  gentler  culture,  Wellman  offers 
key  messages  to  both  mothers  and 
daughters.  "I  suggest  that  mothers  think 
about  getting  a  mentor  for  their  daugh¬ 
ters — an  adult  female  they  like,  and 
their  daughter  trusts.  Girls  often  don't 
tell  mothers  their  secrets,  or  the 
absolute  truth  about  things,  because 
they  don't  want  to  risk  losing  mom's 
love  and  approval.  They  need  another 
adult  they  can  talk  to."  Moms  need  sup¬ 
port,  too,  and  Wellman  encourages 
women  to  seek  one  another  out  and  form  a 
united  front  on  behalf  of  their  daughters. 

"I  feel  strongly  that  teenage  girls  should 
use  all  of  their  wonderful  insights  and  pas¬ 
sions  to  get  outside  of  themselves  and  volun¬ 
teer  to  help  other  people,"  Wellman  says. 
"Often,  they  want  to  do  something  tangible 
to  make  this  a  better  world,  but  they  can't 
do  it  without  our  suggestions  and  help." 

Like  the  populations  it  serves,  The  Ophelia 
Project  also  finds  itself  at  a  crossroads.  The 
next  steps,  Wellman  says,  will  be  to  establish 
a  national  office,  secure  a  major  financial 
sponsor,  and  organize  a  strategic  planning 
task  force.  "I  still  consider  us  in  the  very  early 
stages  of  development.  We've  never  done  any 
formal  marketing,  yet  The  Ophelia  Project  has 
been  inundated  with  interested  people. 

"I'm  absolutely  optimistic  about  our 
future." 

She's  equally  buoyant  on  behalf  of  tomor¬ 
row's  teens.  Ten  years  from  now,  Wellman 
predicts  that  she'll  still  find  herself  at  the 
helm  of  The  Ophelia  Project,  and  that  our 
culture  will  more  closely  resemble  the  vision 
offered  by  Mary  Pipher's  Reviving  Ophelia: 
"Utopia  for  teenage  girls  would  be  a  place  in 
which  they  are  safe  and  free,  able  to  grow 
and  develop  in  an  atmosphere  of  tolerance 
and  diversity  and  protected  by  adults  who 
have  their  best  interest  at  heart."  ■
